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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


The " Delhi Laws ( Special Provisions ) Act, 2006 was thacted to address the several 
orders and directions passed by the Supreme Court and the High Court of Dehi in cases 
pooding before them regarding contentions issues which were confronting the city of Delhi 
namely unauthorised construction « commercial use of residential premises , encroachment 
on public land by slum dwellers and Jhuggi- Jhompri clusters ( IJ clusters ), problemsrelatiog 
to urban street vendors , which were affecting the lives of millions of people . 

2 . The Act, inter alia , requiry the CentralGovernment with a time period ofone year 
to take all possible steps to finalis: norms, policy guidelines and feasible strategies to deal 
with the problem of unauthorised development with regard to mixed land use not confoming 
to the Master Plan , construction beyond sanctioned plans, and encroachment by shum and 
JJ (Jhuggi-Jhompri) dwellas, hawkers and urban street vendors. It also provided for starus 
gwo 45 on Ist day of January , 2006 to be maintained in respect of these categories of 
unauthorised developroent, sobjex to certain conditions notwithstanding any judgment, 
decree or order ofany court. Similarly , it provided that all notices issued by the local bodies 
for initiating action against these categories of unauthorized developments shall be deemed . 
to have been suspended and that no punitive action shall be taken during the said period of 
onc year. 

3. The Delhi Laws (Special Provisions) Act, 2006 remain effective for a period of one 
year and lapsed on 18th May, 2007 . In the intervening period, the Master Plan for Delhi 2021 
was notifiod on 7th February , 2007, incorporating extensive amendments in respect of 
provisions governing mixed land use , and for construction beyond sanctioned plans, thus 
providing much needed relief in the case of unauthorised development with regard to mixed 
land use not conforming to the Master Plan and to construction beyond sanctioned plans. 

4 . The policy guidelines anxl feasible strategy or scheme to deal with the problems of

5. It was therefore , fet thonemore time is required formaking orderly arrangements . 
for preparing policy guidelines, feasible strategie , or schemes for these categories of 
unauthorised developments, the National Capital Tanitory of DelhiLaws ( Special Provisions) 
Ordinance, 2007 was promwgated on 4th July, 2007 . 

6 .Accordingly , the National Capital Territory ofDelhiLaws (Special Provisions) Bill, 
2007 was introduced in the Lok Subha on 17th August, 2007 . Subsequent to introduction of 
the Dill in Lok Sabha and before the same could be taken up for consideration , certain 
amendments to the Bill became necessary in view of some important developments in regard 
to sealing of commercial promises. Based on the recommendations of the Monitoring 
Committee, the Supreme Court ordered that within a period of three weeks from 27th August , 
2007, Comunercial usos in unauthorised colonies shall stop functioning from the premises 
except to the extent that the 24 categories which are pennitted in the regular areas shall not 
affect those commercial premises if they are up to 20 sqm .

8 to svoid any adverse impact on account of their sudden closure by sealing: 

7. In view of these developments , it was considered necessary that the scope of the 
proposed National Capital Taritcry of Delhi Laws ( Special Provisions) Bil , 2007 may be 
widered to maintain status quo in respect of unauthorised colonies as well as storages , 
Warehouses and godowns meant for agricultural inputs or produce ( including datry and 
poultryj in rural areas built on agriculwal land , which was approved by the Uniod Cabinet , 
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at its meeting held on 6th September, 2007. Before the aforementioned official amendments, 
could be moved for consideration and approval, the Monsoon Session of Partiament which 
was scheduled up to 14th September , 2007 was adjourned sine die and as a result, the 
Ordinance became liable to lapse on the expiration of six weeks fon the date of the reassembly 
of Parliament as per the provisions of article 123 of the Constitution 

8. In view of the exigencies explained in the proceding parus, it became necessary to 
promulgate the Second Ordinance to maintain status quo so thatno punitive action is taken 
during this period in respect of unauthorised development as given above. It was decided 
that the scope of proposed Ordinance be widened to also include the village abadt and its 
extension . This decision was taken to prevent loss and damage to people living in a large 
number of villages in the NationalCapital Territory ofDelhi. 

9 . It was for that the staru quo is to be maintained in respect of the following categories 
of unauthorised development słumdwellers and JJ clusters , hawker and urban treet vendors , 
unauthorised colonies, villageaudiareas and its extension , existing farm houses involving 
construction beyond permissible building limits and schools , dispensaries, religious 
institutions, cultural institutions and storages, warehouses and godowns used for agricultural 
inputs or produce ( including dairy and poultry) in rural areas built on agricultural land. 

10 . Parliament was not in session and the circumstances existed which render it 
necessary to take immediate action to give continued effect to the plan , scheme and policies 
atoresaid , and to promulgate the National Capital Territory ofDelhi Laws (Speciel Provisions) 
Second Ordinance, 2007 on 15th September, 2007 with a further dutation up to 
31st December, 2008, so as to complete the aforesaid course of action .

The Payment ofBonus Act, 1965 ( the Act) provide for payment ofbonus to employees 
under the Act. According to clause (13 ) of section 2 of the Act, employee means any person 
(other than an apprentice ) employed on a salary or wage not exceeding three thousand and . 
five hundred rupees per mensen in any industry to do any skilled or unskilled, manual, 
supervisory ,managerial, administrative , technical or clerical work for hire of reward . Whether 
the termsofemployment be express or implied . However, according to Section 12 of the Act, 
the bonus payable to an employee whose salary or wage exceeds two thousand and five 
hundred rupees per mensemn shall be calculated as if his salary or wage were two thousand 
and five hundred rupees per mensem . The Central Government has been receiving 
representations from trade unions, individuals and various associations for enhancement or 
for removal of the above ceilings . After due consideration , the Goverament has decided to 
enhance the eligibility limit for payment of bonus from three thousand and five hundred 
rupoes per mensent to ten thousand rupees per mensem and the calculation ceiling from two 
thousand and five hundred rupees per menstrn to three thousand and five hundred rupees 
permenser 

2. Section 32 ofthe Act excludes ocrtain classes of employees from the application of 
the Act such as employees in Life Insurance Corporation , Seamen , Dock workers , University 
ertployees, eriployees employed through contractors on buildiog operations, etc .

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FINANCIAL MEMORANDUM 


Clause 2 of the Bill seeks to an end tauge ( 13 ) of section 2 of the Payment of Bonus 
Act, 1965 (the Act), to enbanxce lhe eligibility limit for the payment of bonus from three 
thousand and five bundred rupees per mensem to ten thousand rupees per mensem . Clause 3 
of the Bill seeks to amend section 12 of the Act for enhancing the ceiling from two thousand 
and five hundred rupees per mensen to three thousand and five hundred rupees per nensem . 
Clause 4 of the Bill seeks to abad section 32 of the Act by omission of clause (vi) so 45 to 
bring the employees employed trough contractors on building operations within the ambit 
of the Act. 

2. The additional expenditure on this account, from the Consolidated Fund of India 
may be on increase of alculation, ceiling from two thousand and five hundred rupees per 
mensem to three thousand and five hundred rupees per mensem .

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


Ms. Nair Press Syndicate Limited was incorporated as a private enterprise on the 
25th January , 1947 under the nameof " The National Newsprint and PaperMills Limited " for 
production ofnewsprint . The State Goverturient of Madhya Pradesh took over the management 
of the company by providing loans to the company in the year 1949 . Governdent of India 
took over controlling interest in 1958 from the State Goverment ofMadhya Prydesh . The 
name of the company was changed to NEPA LIMITED in February, 1989 . The Head Office 
and Registered Office ofNEPA LIMITED is at Nepanagar. 

2. The NEPALIMTED , a public sector enterprise under the administrative control of 
the Ministry of Heavy Industries and Public Enterprises (Department of Heavy Industry ), 
became a sick industrial company as defined in the Sick Industrial Companies (Special 
Provision ) Act, 1985 and is under reference to the Board for Industrial and Financial 
Reconstruction since May, 1998 . In the year 2005 , the Government sought advice of the 
Board for Reconstruction of Public Sector Enterprises for revival and restructuring of the 
company. The Board for Reconstruction ofPublic Sector Enterprises have recommended for 
revival of the company through joint venture formation 

3. Since the approval of Parliament is necessary for changing the public character of .. 
the company as it was held by the Supreme Court in the Centre for Public Interes Litigations 
Vs. Union of India (2003) 7 SCC 532 , the NEPA LIMITED (Disinvestment of Ownership ) 
Bill, 2007 seeks to empower the Central Goveroment to carry out disinvestment 

4 . The Bill seeks to achieve the above objectives .
